In" ot a receiving antenna should 
therefore be connected to that 
end of the horizontal portion

The "T" type exhibits no very 


marked directional effects, un- 
less the horizontal portion on 
each side of the connection to the 
lead-in is many times !onp;er than 
the vertical portion (or lead-in). 
In this case the directions of best 
transmission and reception are 
those in which both free ends 
point. That is. it there are two 
sending stations of same power 
and other characteristics In each 
of those two directions from the 
receiving antenna, the lead In Is 
connected to a point of the hori- 
zontal portion which is equally 
nearest to each station. 


The umbrella antenna exhibits 


mission or reception t« accom- 
plished wually well from all 
points of the compass. 


In all types ot antennas It is es- 


sential that the elevated conduc- 
tors and the "lead-In" bo suffr 
ciently well Insulated from the 
earth to prevent leakage of cur- 
rent. It is natural, however, to 
expect that a receiving antenna 
will not require as careful insula- 
tion as one used for transmitting. 
The voltage In the former is tar 
less than that In the latter. 


There are various modifica- 


tions of these fundamental types 
of antennas, but In reception It Is 
not necessary to provide an elab- 
orate system. In tact all that is 
necessary Is a single wire an- 
tenna and leaden, which way be 
either an "L" or a "T." which- 
ever is most convenient- It may 
even be what is known as a "ver- 
tical" antenna, which 13 nothing 
more than a wire suspended more 
or lcs« vertically from an ele- 
vated support.
